Recently twenty-four new members of the service were 
Setected: from three hundred college gyaduates who took tests extending 
over a period of six months. The growth of Canada's importance among 
the other nations of the world is due no doubt in ‘part, at least, to the 
abilities, of those who act as our representatives abroad, and it is interest- 
ing to Know of the care which is put into the selection. of those whe are
